The new fund is to be known as 


"The 
United States Steel and Car- 


negie Pension Fund."

trustees were appointed by the cor- 
poration and four by Mr. Carnegie. • 
Thejr names follows:

are Pittsburjrers.

others are former residents of this 
city, for whom blast furnace smoke 
marked personal progress. 


The Steel Corporation pension fund 


Is strikingly different from other re- 
lief associations maintained by great 
business 
interests. 
The 
railroads 


maintain a relief association, but em- 
ployes pay a certain percentage of 
their earnings into the fund. 
The 


Steel Corporation employe will pay 
nothing for particij ation la the pen- 
sion fund. 


In arranging to take care of its old 


employes, the corporation undertakes 
to pension in old age a'number of 
men about 350 1*21 cent greater than j 
the standing army 
of 
the 
United 


States. The ratio stands: Steel Cor- 
poration employes, ^75,000 men; Uni- 
ted States Army, 73,152 soldiers and 
officers. 


The details of the plan will 
be 


worked out rarefuJy- by the trustees, 
who will draw up a set of rules gov- 
erning the application of the proceeds 
of the fund. 
The $[2.000,000 will con- 


tinually earn money and the expendi- 
tures will be reckoned within its earn- 
ing power—that is. the retiring em- 
ploye may receive us large a pension 
allowance, commensurate with years 
of service, as is possible through the 
earnings of the fund. 


The men in the district will immed- 


iately have advantage of tho pension 
fund. 
They will be eligible to retire 


under the rules to be formulated.
